\vage-earners who are regularly employed, and to taxpayers 
generally: 


Eli W. Collins, director of the Arkansas Unemployment 


Compensation Division, says in a statement from Little Rock 
published today that he is opposed to reducing the unemploy- 
ment tax on payrolls from 3 to 2 per cent. 


-<S Mr. Collins is reported as saying:

"No insurance company starting in 


| business would be permitted to reduce 
rates until it has been in operation for 
it least five years." 


The unemployment division of the 


federal Social Security law provides 
that after five years a merit rating 
system shall be set up, under which 
taxes are reduced for business houses 
whose record lias been good, and the

houses whose record lias been bad. 


Under the present Arkansas law 


there is no chance for tax reduction 
until 1912—our stale set up its unem- 
ployment administration in 1937, the 
five-year 
trial won't expire until 


1942; and so the year 1942 is definitelj 
mentioned in the law. 


But as a matter of fact, this is the 


fifth year we have been paying taxes 
and the merit rating system should be 
forced into effect in 1941— not 1942. 


We should demand of all candidates

the insurance program which it claims 
to be then every business line will be 
rated according to the unemployment 
load which it has shoved off on the 
state fund—and unless this insurance 
system is put into effect by 1941 thont 
the unemployment tax may become 
simply a devious way of unloading 
relief costs upon skilled labor, reg- 
ularly-employed workers, local busi- 
ness houses, and the public who trade 
with them. 


The average country newspaper like 


Tho Star, for instance, 4»as no unem- 
ployment problem. It has no "extra 
board" from which to draw surplus 
printers, and it has no layoffs. • 


Our average annual payroll is $16,-

The hardest rain in a generation Mon Hay produced the strange sight of a flood in 


the highest city on the Missouri Pacific main- line in Arkansas—the City of Hope. 


Although hundreds of feet above the nearest river Hope had a flash flood as the result 


of 7 inches of rainfall in less than 48 hours, rainwater falling faster than the drainage 
system could carry it off, and piling up four and five, feet deep on South Elm and South 
Main streets. 


The above photograph was made by The Star on South Elm street at 10:30 o'clock 


Monday morning, and, because of the emergency, was released to the Associated Press 
Monday night ahead of local publication. 


The picture was taken from the E. G. Coop house, looking across Elm street at the 


W. T. Franks home which was entirely flooded and heavily damaged.

Vlack D. Sleer and Robert D. King 
lave been making pictures !of FDR's 
voice vibralions. From Ihem Ihey ex- 
pect lo substantiate the. theory tha1 
pitch in the human voice becomes 
higher Ihe more emolional "Ihe speak- 
er becomes. 


They found FDR's fireside chats gen- 


erally show few peaks, but, a speed 
to congress had numerous high points 
indicating a greater flexibility In spea! 
ing lo large auffiences. 


Mr. Roosevelt hasn't any one won 


rale. Most speakers emit about 1 
words a minute. The President some 
times slumps to 100; at other time 
snaps up fo more than 150. 


He also occasionally varies as muc 


as 35 per cent from the textual con 
tcnl of a prepared address. The fire 
side chats run truer lo form, usual! 
vary less lhan 10 per cenl. Apparent- 
ly, too, Ihe President dislikes the 
word "which". When he comes lo lhal 
word in Ihe text, nearly always he'll 
s^y "that," instead.

The Willkie boom started in April 


under the guidance of three men: 
Russell Davenport, who had just re- 
signed as editor of Fortune; Charlton 
MacVeagh, a Groton- and - Harvard 
man who had been a learned economist 
for a New York bond house, and 
Fred Smith, a cagy publicity man. 


Booster Clubs Sprung Up 


A volunteer mailing committee was 


set up in New York, to reprint Mr. 
Willkie's speeches and 
mail them 


around the country. Through the con- 
tacts thus formed, Willkie-for-presi- 
dent clubs began to spring up all 
around the country. 
What usually 


happened was that two or three peo- 
ple in some town would write in: 
"We want to start a Willkie-for-presi- 
dent club—will you send us some lit- 
erature?" 


The central office would check up 


to find who "we" were, send out 
some speeches and pamphlets, and let 
nature take its course. These clubs 
mushroomed, and acted almost en- 
tirely on their own; so loose was 
thc contact that when the convention 
opened, Willkie headquarters didn't 
really know how many clubs there 
were—except that the number was 
somewhere above 7000. 


Willkie's Chats Stemmed 


Revolt 


Chief weapon of the Willkie forces 


was the sentiment stirred up by these 
clubs. But when the convention open- 
ed a little practical work on the 
floor was needed. This was done by 
£n informal, chairman-less committee 
composed of Davenport, 
MacVeagh, 


Sinclair Weeks of Boston, and Con- 
gressman Bruce Barton, Frank Hor- 
ton and Charles Halleck. A little later 
Gov. Harold S'tassen of Minnesota was 
added. Congressman 
Richard Wig- 


of Massachusetts and Clif- 


The slow but steady build-up of Wil- 


lkie strength in the balloting was Mac- 
Veagh's idea, and Stassen—whom one 
of the committee later called "the best 
executive I have ever seen" — was a 
tower of strength in guiding operat- 
ions on the floor during the voting. 
But it was typical of the whole bus- 
iness that there was no one boss. 


Throughout, Mr. Willkie himself was 


his own best asset. This was amply 
proven by the "revolt" of western 
congressmen 
early in the conven- 


tion. A large number of these men, 
inspired mostly by doubts on Mr. 
Willkie's foreign policy and opposit- 
ion to the Hull reciprocal trade pro- 
gram, hot-footed it over to Philadel- 
phia to stop the Willkie boom. Such 
men as Hope, Horton and Wiggles- 
worth saw to it that these men got 
in to chat with Mr. Willkie. 


In most cases, he simply wowed 


'em. The revolt collapsed; backers of 
rival candidates were still banking 
en it long after some of the men who 
came down to "stop Willkie" had be- 
come actual converts to his cause.

need women flyers—lots of them—to 
free men flyers for army service," 
explains Ruth Haviland, sccretury- 
trcasurcr of thc new organization. 


Flying Lesson* to Be Cheaper 


"The object of our organization is 


to make it possible for thc jivenigc 
woman to get flying lessons, and to 
encourage women flyers who have not 
renewed their licenses to do so. 


"There would be a great many wo- 


men flyers in the country right now, 
but for one reason," Miss Haviland 
points out. "That reason is—flying les- 
sons have always been too expensive 
for the average working girl or young 
housewife. 


"We have solved that problem by 


making a. deal with approved C. A. A. 
schools whereby our members can 
get flying lessons for a fee almost 
any woman can afford." 


They'll Fly Behind the Lines 


Women pilots point out that in war- 


time women could fly the mail, fly 
passenger planes if the huge transport 
planes now in use are turned into 
bombers and smaller ships substituted, 
that they could ferry pianos from 
thc factories to wherever they ar.e 
'to be delivered, that they could fly 
ambulance planes, and that they could 
serve as instructors in flying schools- 
releasing men teachers for fighting 
servcic.
